An Unsafe, Ill-Equipped Craft WitL 
a Drunken and Blasphe- 
mous Crew. 



A Passenger Tells of the Many Hor- 
rors of the Clara NevadiL'd 
Trip Northward. 



Terrible Tale Told by a Man Who 
for Safety Transferred to 
the Islander. 



(From the Seattlf Daily Tlraoa ) 

The terrible etory of the Clara Neva- 
di'e wreck, witti the loas of some Gi.'cty 
lives, ^rowB worse ae more light is thrown 
upon the vBEsel'a condition when ahe 
left Seattle. One liundred and fifty paa- 
aengers and an iiniuenee amount of valu 
able mercliiuulisQ left tins port in an un- 
safe veaael and in cliart^e of a drunken 
and blaspliemoua crew over which a 
brave captain, a gentlemanly purser and 
a refined freight clerk sought to exercise 
the authority granted them by law, 
Tliat aheever reached her deatination ia 
one of tho.?o modern miracles which God 
aometimea works in spite of mea'a fail- 
ingp, avarice, incompetence and greed. 

The whole story of that north-bound 
trip excels anything th&t has evsr. been 
told of a voyage on this Paclflc Coast. It 
ia a story tnat should bring the blush of 
ahamo upon the cheeka of the owneru of 
that vesBel, and that ahould bring the 
rigbteoua indignation of an oiitniiied 
public upon the heada of the culpable 
inflpectora at this port 



" Capt, Lewie told me that if he ever 
got the Nevada b.tck to Seattle in safety 
she would never go out with him again 
unleaa she waa in ))ropor aiiape. lie 
said her hull waa all right, but that she 
needed new machinery. The captain 
claimed that when the Nevada was being 
remodeled and fitted the owners would 
not listen to him, but did things to suit 
themaelvea. t 

" On one occasion Capt. Lewis said 
that if he called on the engineer to back 
up be waa sure to go ahead." 

Bat the wail of anguish that went up 
from the doomed throng aboard the boat 
that night and the sigha of grief that to- 
day break forth from the broken hearta 
of those whose loved onea were on that 
boat have found an echo in the hearta of 
all who have learned of thia diaaater,and 
in their indignation they will not test 
appeased until those responaible for this 
terrible crime have been brought to jua 
tice and adequately punished. 

Once more, the Times demands that 
the inapectors speak. Yon, Mr. Cherry, 
and you, Mr. Bryant. You, who per- 
mitted that vessel to leave thia port— 
what have you to say ? The public want 
to know. The children, wives and 
inothera of those who were so suddenly 
ushered into eternity becaueo you ap- 
pear to have neglected your sworn duties 
want to know. Speak, men, speak, or 
else by your moody silence you admit 
that there is some foundation for the 
odious suBpiciona now hurled toward 
you by the public whom you once swore 
to serve faithfully and well. Have you 
fulClled that oath?

Skookum Gulch Produces a Thirty 
Ounce One of Gold-Kecent 
Rich Discoveries. 



THE WIIIES DOWN. 

An Entire Day of Rest for the Local 
Operators. 

Probably because of the storm, the 
telegraph service waa interrupted yt ater- 
(lay,thGgap inconnection being butween 
here and Vancouver. Ooiisequontly 
there are none of yesterdny'a deapntchea 
in this issue. ^ 



Hear what the passengers eay : "I 
waa afraid that the Clara Nevada would 
be wrecked from the time she loftSeattle 
until Skagway was reached," said 
Charles Jones of The Dalk-e, Or., one of 
tbe paesengera who went Xortli oc her. 
" We smashed into the United States 
revenue cutter Grant vvlieu we were 
backing out from Yealer dock ; we ram- 
med into almost every wharf at which 
we tried to land ; we blew out three 
Hues; we flouudered around in rough 
water until all the paesengerswere seared 
almost to death ; we witnessed intoxica- 
tion among the officer?, and beard them 
cursing each other until it waa siekenine. 
It was an awful trip, and 1 would not 
have gone aboard that boat again under 
any circumstances." 

What a record for a vesael's crew 
But that ia only a beginning. Mr. Jones 
Kays further : 

" Just before we renched Port Towns- 
end a petition wag prepared by the pan 
sengera and adilresBBd to the customs 
olliciala there for the purpose of luiving 
the Nevada held so that we conid b 
transferred to another boat. It was 
signed by a majority of ttioee wtio had 
not retired. M. li. Kirg, of San I'ran- 
cisco, now of the Veutloine hotel at 
Dyea; R. C. Smelzer, of Spokane, and 
another man, whose name 1 do not re- 
call, were appointed a committee to in 
terview the odicer. He said that he did 
not have the authority to hold the boat, 
but took the names of the eomniittee. 
When the petition was oilered him he 
banded it back, Buying that it would do 
no good, as he could not act. I think 
that Mr. King has thia pelilinn, at least 
he <iid when 1 last heard of it." 

Not four tiours out of port iinil found 
n such condition 1 la there any CKciiae 
under high heaven that the inspectors at 
thia port can oiler for this state of af- 
fairs aboard that boat? 

Hut passenger Jones doesn't stop 
there, lie Bays further : 

We celebrate our arrival in Port 
Townsend by running into the wharf 
and smashing our bowsprit, to say noth- 
ing of 'hedaiunge done to the wharf. 
Thia madeua eliU more anxious to liold 
the boat, but we were powerieea and she 
got her papers. After we left Port 
Townsend we got into rough water near 
Fort Simpson, on tbe British side, 
and blew oat tiiree fluee from the boiler. 
We anchored in tbe bay off Fort Simp- 
son and were compelled to remain there 
twelve hours before the daiunye was re- 
naired.'' 

And all hia atatementa are corrobor- 
ated by fourteen othera who went to 
Juneau on that boat, and then, fearing 
to risk their lives upon her agiiin, cauie 
ba<!k as lar as Victoria on the iBlunder. 

Gontinuing, he says : 

" She was not in charge of proper per- 
sons. Two-thirda of tlieni were drunk. 
The eecond male was put in penance 
twenty-four hours, coinnieuciiig Friday 
morning alter wo left Port 'Jowiiaeiid. 
The lirst mate wns full the night we left 
Seattle, lie drauk all the time, but was 
yet able to he arcund and iBSue orders. 
The Htoward waa drunk all the time, I 
never heard auch language BB was used 
by tbe waiters, mates and stewards. 
They abused each other shamefully, and 
made it very disagreeable for the pae- 
aengera. I have heard tliat the engineers 
were drunk. The freight clerk told nie 
that the lirst eni ineer was taken on be- 
cauae he was a Mason, and not becanso 
he was a competent innn. The freigiit 
(derk told me distinctly that as a matter 
of fact the engineer was incompetent. 

"The cnpti'i.n, pureer and freight 
clerk attended strictly t) biieineHS and 
were guntieiiien." 

And. yet that engineer waa deemed by 
the inspectors here to have been compe- 
tent to take charge of the machinery of 
that vessel I 

But aho reached Bkagway in safety, 
diecbarged her frightened passengers and 
jeopardized cargo, and then began her 
fateful voyage home. 

B. 0. Smelzer went north on the Clara 
Nevada and stood on the wharf at Skag- 
way when she departed for Seattle, but 
he did not come down on her, because of 
Ilia north-bound experience. 

"In my opinion," eaid Mr. Smelzer 
last evening, " the Clara Nevada took on 
twenty-five paeeengera at Skagway, five 
or six of whom were women, A small 
portion of theeo paeeongera intended to 
get off at Juneau.

Woolen and cotton mills 
are behind on orders, and large sales of 
American printed goods are being made 
to lill deliciencies. i-'ailurea are less 
numerous, and inqniries are reported 
from many American cities for supplies 
suitable for Klondike trade. Prices of 
wheat are above the export basis. Am- 
erican corn ia selling largely for feeding 
purpoaea. No material change is re- 
ported from Montreal. Steady business 
ia reported in groceries. Canned goods 
are active, and dry goods orders are 
irger than last year.

DawBon advices aa recent as January 
22, including news of the finding of a 31 
ounce nugget at Skook'im gulch, were 
received by the arrival yesterday morn- 
ing of the steamer City of Seattle, just 
four days from the Gateway Citica of 
the North. The Klondikera among her 
passengers were five in number, includ- 
ing Peteraen, the big Juneau trader, 
Harry Warren of San Francisco, John 
Mclnlyro of Fort Steele, Jack Hanley, 
who haila from anywhere that 
gold is to be found, and another 
who had found tho Northern coun- 
try unsuited to his taatea and is 
returning, diegusted, to the comforta of 
civilization. Theeo travellers, in addi- 
tion to telling of the big pick-up at 
Skookum Gulch and conaequently in- 
creased interest in that locality, bring 
word that rich sirikea are being made 
on the Big Salmon and its allluent8,_ as 
well as the less satiefying information 
that spinal meningitis has become . 
peculiarly prevalent at Skagway and 
along the trails, claiming many victims,, 
tbe body of one of whom— Guy Camp- 
bell, of Tacoma— was brought down by 
the Seattle for burial. 

The other chief item In the Seattle's 
news budget concerns the recent trial of 
a disreputable whiskey seller at.Wrau- 
gel and its sensational termination, the 
prisoner varying the monotony of the 
court proceedinga by whipping out his 
gun and winging the prosecuting wit- 
nesa, while the presiding judge, United 
States Commissioner Jackson, made 
a dash for hie room to secure his 
own arsenal. When he returned to 
the court room he found that the 
prisoner had been overpowered and dia- 
armed, and his opportunity for revolver 
practice had passed— lor Judge Jackson 
is an old Southerner who has himself 
bad some little experience in quick 
shooting upon occasions, with a reputa- 
tion as a man of nerve aud a crack shot. 
The Seattle's usual spick-and-span ap- 
pearance on the present trip was some- 
what marred by a six foot Equare of , 
rough patching that adorned her bow 
like a large piece of sticking plaster, a 
little disagreement with the wharf at 
Juneau during a high v?ind having been 
responsible for a hole above the water- 
line, and the temporary decoration. 

GOLD iriNDs' CONTINUE. 

A Big Nugget at Skookum Gulch and RIcb 
IJlrt on llie Salmon— FataHty 
at Dawson. 

Of the returning Klondikers, Hanley, 
Warren and Mclntyre are experienced 
miners who have come out for supplies 
and will return North at once, haviEg 
every confidence in the country and the 
permanency of its gold depoaita. They 
say that the only live news from the up- 
per Yukon during the past few weeke* 
concerns the taking out of the aecoud^i 
larcPBt nugget that has yet come from,v 
the Klondike, a 31-ounce lump of gold' 
having been recovered on Peterson'&i 
claim, Skookum gulch. 

This nugget is of the usual Bonanza 
fineneaa, Skookum gulch being a tribu- 
tary of this famous stream, and valued 
by its weight at .$-175, or within ten dol- 
lars of the famous Olsen nugget— that is 
still the plory and the pride of the North 
country. Although tho Peterson claim- 
nuguet ia worth less than ^oOO, double- 
that sum would not buy it, as the owner 
will preserve the chunk of gold for ex- 
hibition purposes and as an illustration 
of the richnesBB of hia property. Need- 
leea to eay, perhaps, Skookum gulch 
stock has gone up several points since 
the big find waa made. 

Not only has the upper Bonanza dis- 
trict been returninc; rich dividends re- 
cently, but Hunker Creek has main- 
tained its sensational production, and 
from the Big Salmon news ia received of 
rich strikes lOat have caused a mi"ra- 
tion in that direction. These finds hlive 
been chiefly at a noint about twenty 
miles up atream, bedrock having been 
uncovered by two partners, J. B Burn- 
ham, of Chicago, and D. McKercher, of 
roronto, at a depth of twenty-flve feet. 
The dirt la said to run from 70 cents t<> 
$1.35 to the pan, with very 
extenaivo deposits to work oh

The " PakBlian's " Sailing Has Been 
Postponed Until Ten O'clock 
This Morning. 



Four Hundred Passengers and 
Heavy Freight Oonetitutes 
Her Load. 



Although work on the Pakahan has 
been in progress night and clay ever 
Binco she arrived from the Orient, with 
the object in view of Bending her North 
yesterday evening, plans have had to he 
Blighlly altered, and the steamer will 
now not leave the outer wharf until 10 
o'clock thia morning. Carpenters 
could not bu found in Bufli- 
cient number to make the thouBand 
and one alleration required for puttinp; 
the big vessel in jual tlie condition in- 
tended, and for tliis reason the internal 
arrangemsntB have only partially been 
completed, but will ho finished before 
the stoamer eails on her second trip. 
Leavinuon the I'akshan this morninK 
are 100 pasaengerB, 400 tons of freight, 85 
horses, 6 oxen, and a small number of 
pasBengere. At Vancouver, the steamer'a 
first point of call on her northern voyage, 
150 more passengers will embark, 05 
head of horBes, 1'50 dogs and -100 tons 
of freight, beBuies a large quantity of 
supplies for Mackenie Mann will be 
loaded. From Vancouver the steamer 
goes to Xiuiaimo for additional 
paaeengers and freight and then 
she leaves for Comox for bunker coal. 
Captain Alhm Jones will be in command 
and Capt. W. K. George will be on deck 
aa pilot, there being no more experi- 
enced or skilful navigator of northern 
waters. The other chief oflicera of the 
ship are: Chief engineer, Mr. Skeet ; 
purser, Mr. Harrison, late of the steamer 
City of Seattle ; freight clerk, 
Mr. Whitlow; and chief steward, Mr. 
Crombie. Of the passengers leaving 
here on the Pakahan, a party in charge 
of H. L, Donnelly are going North in 
the IntereatB of the Canada Development 
Co. They are taking 28 head of horaes, 
3 oxen and 100 tons of machinery, feed, 
lumber, etc., the freight being part of 
the material required for the erection 
of the company's sawmill at Teslin Lake.

Lively Operations by Japan to I'oilow Any 
Default in Indemnity. 

New Youk, Feb. 18. — A special from 
Yokohama says : The Japanese Times, 
the government organ, ' takes a gloomy 
view of the Eaatorn situation. The fol- 
lowing is from its leading editorial : 

" Under these circumstances things are 
in a state of Buepeuse. Will the threat- 
ened Btorin pasa away without causinc 
any actual exploBionV Nobody would be 
BO bold aa to answer in the aiUrmati\ e, 
we should say that the real dangers of 
the aituation have yet to bo faced. What 
those dangers will be it ia not easy nor 
sate to foretell, but we may state broadly 
that they will disclose themselves when 
the time comes for Japan to act the hero 
on the stage." 

The Times adds that it is true that 
Japan refused China's requeat for time 
in which to pay the war indeiiinity due 
in May next, and continues: "If our 
neigbbora succeed in raising the money 
before that time, it will be all right, but 
should tier ellbrts be unsuccessful, the 
result would bo the inauguration of an 
epoch in the Eastern crisis. Under the 
conceivable developments of events, 
thiDga may easily come very nearly to 
the point of explosion. China's failure 
to find money will open a new scene 
which will be of more lively interest 
than anything thus far enacted."

U. S. N4VAL AECHITECTURB. 

A Glaring Fanlt In Construction Suggested 
as the Cause of the " Maine " 
Disaster. 

Wasiukoton, Feb. . 10.— While the 
disaster to the Maine has created temper 
in the house for liberal appropriations 
for the navy, and while it ia undoubted 
that the house in its present frame of 
mind would not hesitate to vote for two 
new hattleshipa, one to replace tlio 
Maine, thia temper ia based upon the 
theory that the Maine was blown up l)y 
external agencies. If the result of the 
official inquiry should develop the fact 
beyond perad'venture that the ship's 
magazine exploded from fire or other 
cause within her hull, it ia believed the 
sentiment in congress will be created 
against the expenditure of millions in 
the construction of warships that may 
bo blown up at any time. It aeema like- 
ly a congressional investigation will fol- 
low a report from the board of inquiry 
attributing the loss of the Maine to an 
explosion of her magazine. No resolu- 
tion for this purpose has yet been intro- 
duced iu the house, however. 

A very prominent member of the 
liimBe naval committee Baid ho was 
absolutely amazed when ho learned tliat 
the Maine's coal bunkers abutted the 
magazine, with only a thin partition be- 
tween. 

" When I learned that it waa a fire in 
the coal bunkers of the Cincinnati which 
charred the box in which sheila in the 
magazine were atored," he said, " I did 
not consider it my duty to attempt to 
initiate congreaaional action to avert 
this danger due to her construction. I 
assumed, aa a matter of coufse, that was 
the duty of the navy department 
ofiiciala to aflect such a cliange as would 
remove the danger." 

The requeata of the Spanish authori- 
ties to join our people in the main in- 
vestigation will be respectfully ileclinmi. 
Secretarv Long and Assistant Secretary 
Day, of the Dtato department, had an 
interview with the President this morn- 
ing which lasted nearly an hour. The 
matter was discussed at considerable 
length and the conclusion was reached, 
and Gen. Lee to be notified that wtiile 
this government is willing to afford the 
Bpaniah authorltiea all reasonable facili- 
tiea for conducting an investigation, yet 
it ia thought best that the first inquiry 
be made by United States commiasion- 
era.

there is no longer any talk of starvation, 
the stores selling to' all who apply at 
what are not unreasonable prices lor the 
country and the peaBon. Tlie winter is 
proving a hard one for many of the new 
trrrivals not yet inured to the privations 
and conditions of the far northern min- 
ing field, and the hospitalB at Dawson 
have in consequence been filled during 
weeks past with fever and acurvoy 
patienta, few of whom are, however, in a 
really critical condition. 

An accident which baa greatly affect- 
ed the entire Northern community oc- 
curred at " the City " on the lOlh of last 
month, whereby Mrs. JesBop, one of the 
first white women to accompany her 
hnsbaud into the country, lost her liie. 
Mr. and Mrs, JesBop were engaged in 
moving from their little tent homo into 
a cabin the head of tlie lio\i3ehol(l ho.d 
just completed, when Mr. Jeseop 
dropped his revolver in its case, the 
weapon being disi^harged aa it struck 
the ground, and the bullet Btriking Mrs, 
JesBop, inllicting so serious a wound that 
death ensued within a few hours. The 
husband waa prostrated by his grief, and 
declared that not all the gold in the 
country could induce him to remain 
where the associations would ever be ao 
painful to him. He purposes returning 
to the Coast in the spring. 

Peterson the trader has been so well 
satisfied with his Victoria stock, which 
ho disposed of at Lake Bennett, that he 
ia now here to duplicate his last Septem- 
ber purchases, leavinir Brndcole, his pai t- 
ner, to look alter their niiuing interests 
on the Hunker and Sulphurcreeks. Like 
the other just arrivea northerners, he 
had little real difiiculty on the trip out, 
although the river waa jammed and very 
rough, particularly hetweeu Sixtv Mile 
and Fort Selkirk. On the outward jour- 
ney visits were paid to Judge McGuire'a 
camp on the Little Salmon and to 
Administrator Walsh on the Big river, 
both oflicials with their people being 
found well and contented. Judge Mc- 
Guire waa still keeping his record of the

Salmon gold, had heard just before leiiv- 
ing the tiiggings there that two Cassiar 
miners had reached the Hootalinqun 
from Teslin lake, having made what 
they believed to be several very rich 
finds. They were short of proviaions, 
but were determined to stay with their 
discoveries, aud send an Indian out for 
aappliea.

ARTILLERY IMPROVEMENTS,

London, Fob. I'.i.— The Chronicle says 
tnat the (ierman artillery prior to July 
was entirely re-armed with (luickflring 
guns which throw ten or twelve shellB a 
minute, these ahells having higher de- 
structive powers than field Run shells. 
The re-arrnBinent was accomplished with 
absolute secrecy. When I'hnperor Wil- 
liam informed the foreign attaches of 
what had^heen done, France immediate- 
ly began "the manufacture, from a pre- 
determined model, of 5,000 quick-firing 
i;nns, capable of diacharginK ten shots a 
minute. These guna are similar to the 
latest pattern in Nordenfeldt cannon, 
and have a mechanism of extreme accu- 
racy.

Tl_ie coryliantes and 
elTeniinate jiriests of Cybele were incit- 
t'll by imisie to cut thi.'ir own flesh. Pin- 
dar addressed his hiirp thuH: "Tliou 
queuehest the ragiug thnudcr!" Music 
is also reported to liavo been eflleacious 
in rcmovmi,' daiij,'erons diseases. .Miran- 
dola ohxTves, in exi)laiialioii of its be- 
ing appropriated to such an end, that 
music moves tho spirits -o act upou the 
soul as ni(>diciiio does the soul by the 
body. Tlieoplirastus, in his essay nn 
" i'hitliu.-iasm. " reports many i-iires up- 
(jn this [iriuciple. Tho Tbebaiis used 
the pipe f(}r the cure of iiumy disorders, 
and Zeiiocrates is said to have i-ured 
several inadmen. Tho bite of tho taran- 
tula is .>^aid to liave been cured by music, 
and tho Phrygian inpe was recoinineud- 
ed by many of the ancient lathers as an 
aniidoti' to .sciatica, ^\■e c'.iihl eniiiui r- 
nto many other instances of tlie i stima- 
tiou, nmoimtiug, a.s it would seem, to 
palpable superstition, in which music

A WISE POLICY. 



In bis speech of the address Mr. 
Booth made an excellent point when he 
epoke o( the thoasanda who would re- 
turn from the Yukon during the next 
few years, and would seek out homes in 
this province if it were properly opened 
up. There ia not the least doubt about 
this. Even if the Yukon proves as rich 
as we all hope, thoaaands will seek to 
find openings further eouth. No amount 
of natural wealth that may be discovered 
north of the GOth parallel will entirely 
compensate for the climatic and other 
disadvantages attending reeidenee there, 
■at least during the earlier years of its 
exploitation. Later, when things have 
settled down to a permanent basia, when 
the extent of wealth ia fairly well nnder- 
atood and conveniences have heen 
brought into existence for developing 
it, conditions will be established under 
which to live in the JJorth will riot be 
any more uncomfortable than it is ir 
corresponding latitudes in Europe. St 
Petersburg is in the eame latitude aa the 
northern boundary of British Columbia, 
and the Russian city of Archangel ia in 
the same latitude aa Tort Cudahy; so 
that the whole of the known auriferoua 
region of the Canadian Yukon lies in 
the same latitude as northern Kussia. 
In corresponding latitudes in Rusaia 
^,here are nearly six milliona of inhabi- 
:^tatttb'>{o wemay asenmethat when people 
have grown aeeuatomod to high latitudea 
and have lived 'there long enough to 
soTyround themeelvea with necesBary ap- 
c-j'iiance, the mere fact of the winters be- 
ing cold will not militate against a large 
and permanent population. 

While this is true, it is yet not open 
to contradiction that only those who aee 
a prospect of securing valuable proper- 
ties or manage to get remunerative em- 
ployment will undertake to submit to 
the arduous pioneor life incident to the 
development of a region like the Yukon. 
The majority will seek homes further 
south, if they can find places worth 
going to. What haa British Cktlumbia 
to olTer to such persons? Kitimat Arm 
terminates in latitude ■51 N., which ia 
two degrees further aoutli than Mcscow. 
Probably forty nnlliona of people live in 
llusaia in latitudea correapoiiding to 
those portions of British Columbia lying 
betwean the Northern boundary and the 
head of Kitimat Arm. The winters in 
the portion of Ixussia referred to are 
quite aa severe aa in tlie part of this 
province just ileacriljed, that ia if the 
higher levels are discarded. There ia 
jjrobabiy more anow in Kuesia and tlie 
spring opena later. It ia subatantially 
correct to say that the climatic conditions 
are not more severe in Northern British 
Golumbia than they are in the greater 
part of Quebec, Northern Maine and 
Northern New Brunswick. The snow- 
fall, except upon tlie mountains, is un- 
doubtedly leaa. The rivers cloEe about 
the same date aa those in lOdstoru Can- 
ada and open at least as early. We 
have emphnsized thia point in regard to 
climate, because it is one of very great 
importance. Life would be attended 
with much legs discomfort in Northern 
iJritiah Columbia tlmu in the Yukon, 
and we think we may say with no greater 
discomfort than in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta, Dakota and Montana. 

The next queation ia whether there la 
anything in the northern part of thia 
province to attract permanent settle- 
ment. We are euro this question must 
bo answered iu the aflirinativo. No 
uoubt exists of the mineral wealtii of the 
Omincca country, and there is juet 
as much reason to expect that the 
jgold-beariiig region extends further 
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north than explorer's have gone as there 
ia to suppose it stops at the border of 

the unexplored region. Indeed the 
weight of evidence ia in favor of its 
extension far to the north. Recent ex- 
plorations have removed all doubt aa to 
the wealth of what is called the Cassiar 
region*. There la also a large area of 
known ricbnesa along the Skeena and its 
tributaries. We may accept it aa settled 
that Northern Britiah Columbia will 
well repay the prospector. A second, 
but in some reapecta a scarcely leas im- 
portant consideration, is the fact that 
all over the portion of the province now 
referred to there are river valleys where 
the soil is rich, and agriculture can bo 
profitably conducted, and a very largo 
area suited to the raising of cattle. In 
view of the demands of the Y'ukon and 
Northern British Columbia mining dis- 
tricts, this 18 a factor of exceeding im- 
portance. 

The litneaa of the portion of the prov- 
ince now under consideration for aettle- 
ment being demonstrated, it follows that 
no reasonable meana should 1/d left un- 
tried in order to secure for it a share of 
the immigration now trending in this 
direction. In bringing the aubject for- 
ward, Mr. Booth has done an excellent 
thing, for it ia essential to the 
proper understanding of thia matter and 
the reaponsibilities which it involves, 
that it should be thoroughly discussed 
at the earliest day. The government of 
the province cannot afford to delay in 
seeking out a way to promote the de- 
velopment of the district in queation. 
The legislature cannot allbrd to be 
niggardly and narrow in ita reception of 
any policy deaigned for that purpose. 
Nor can the Dominion government and 
the Dominion parliament afford to shirk 
ita duty in thia behalf. It ia one of the 
most pressing questions of the hour. 

AN ANCIENT RECORD. 



Some months ago the Colonist pub- 
lished a few extracts from a translation 
of an inacription on some clay tablets 
discovered in one of the ruined cities of 
the plains whereon Nineveh was situ- 
ated, and drew attention to ita very close 
reaemblance to portiona of one of the 
Icelandic Eddas. The inscription pur- 
ported to be a copy of a more ancient 
document. Ita own date was approxi- 
mately GOO B. 0. Recently there has 
been unearthed in another part of thia 
region, ao fruitful in relics, what may be 
the original from which the later tablet 
was copied. Its age has been fixed with 
considerable certainty at 2040 B.C. It 
is partially worn away, but sufficient re- 
mains to permit the gaps to be supplied 
with an approxiiuation to accuracy. 
The great interest attaching to these two 
tablets is due to the fact that they con- 
tain an account of a universal deluge, 
which in all essential points tallies with 
that given in the Bible. There 
ia the same story of wickedness 
on earth and an angry deity, 
of the direction to an espe- 
cially favored person to build a 
great ship, of the storing of the ship with 
food and representatives of the animal 
kingdom, of the long continued rain, of 
the Bending out of the dove, of the ar- 
rest of the ahip, while it was driven by 
the winds, upon the crest of a mountain 
and of the promise that there should be 
no more floods. Tlie tablet atory goes 
very much more into detail than that 
told in Genesis. In short, the latter may 
be said to be an expurgated edition of 
the former, prepared by some one who 
was a strict monotheiat, the tablet ac- 
count being polytheiatie. When we re- 
call that the esaentlul difference between 
the Jews and contemporary and earlier 
races consisted in the fact that they were 
monotheistic while the others accepted 
the doctrine of a multiplicity of gods 
and demi-gods, we do not have to make 
much of a draft upon either our imagina- 
tion or our respect for sacred acripture, 
when we aay that there is no'hing at all 
improbable in the suggestion that the 
writer of Genesis, in hia account of the 
deluge, did nothing more than take the 
ancient legend of the Mesopotamian 
cities and retell it in keeping with the 
theology of his people. It is 
very clear that we muat aban- 
don the notion that the stories 
told in Genesis are originals. In litera- 
ture much older than the- earliest date 
to which anyone asaigns the authorship 
of the eacred canon, there is to be found 
much that ia clearly only another ver- 
sion of the same events, dilfcring from 
the IJiblo record principally because in 
the latter the ideas of polytheism has 
been eliminated, although even this was 
not fully accomplished in all cases, as a 
perusal of the first few verses of the sixth 
chapter of Genesis will readily demons- 
trate. Nor is the indebtedness of the 
writers of the sacred books to contempor- 
ary or older writera confined to the Old 
Testament. Ilut this may serve as a 
subject for treatment at another time. 

Placing the antiquity of the recently 
discovered tablet at 2,000 B. C, it is in- 
teresting to note the relation of this to 
some other dates. Thia tablet with its 
atory of the deluge waa made more than 
a tlioueand years liefuro the lirat Greek 
poet, of whom wo have any record, gath- 
ered up the fragments of the legend of 
Doucalion and the great flood, of which 
he and bis family were the sole survivors. 
It is older by nearly twenty centuries 
than the oldest Latin writer whose fame 
has been preserved. It waa more than 
a thouaand years old when D.vvid reigned 
over laruol. Fifteen ceiiturica elapsed 
from the time it waa inscribed on the 
tablets until Ezra re-wrote, as is gener- 
ally accepted, the earlier portiona of the 



Old Testfliment after the return from 
Babylon. Moses was not born until 
four hnndred years alter this ta.blet waa 
inscribed. Thiirty-three centuries elapsed 

from its date until the Icelandic Sagos 
were committed to writing. These dates 
are of importance when we attempt to 
arrive at the biatorical value of the nar- 
rative, and hence of all other narratives 
relating to the same event. 

The language of the tablet and that of 
Geneeis are so closely identified that 
they must be understood as referring to 
the Same subject.- Even if we accept the 
now exploded idea that Moaea wrote the 
Pentateuch, we have here an account of 
a catastrophe precisely similar to that 
which is there described, written four 
centuries before ho was born. The 
two muat deal with the same 
event, and further the story of the 
tablet corroborates Genesis, but Genesis 
does not corroborate the tablet any more 
than the literature of the World's fair 
corroborates the discovery of America 
by Columbus. The tablet establishes 
that nearly four thousand years ago there 
waa extant an account of a great deluge, 
tt eBtabliatiea more, for from the lan- 
guage used the evidence is plain that 
even when the tablet was inscribed the 
story had passed into the realms of 
mythology. Hence the account was an 
ancient one forty centuries ago. But 
through all tlio mythical characterof the 
narrative one fact apiieara eviilent— 
namely, that mankind in tlie earliest 
days to which wo have beenable to trace 
records had the deluge story. It must, 
therefore, be accepted aa an hiatorical 
event. 

In Genesis we are told that the rain- 
bow was aet in the clouds as a sign of 
promise to man that the world would 
never bo destroyed by a Hood again. 
The tablet story ends difl'erently. The 
deluge was not due, in the first place, to 
the Supreme Deity, but to Bel, y^ho 
occupied the second place among the 
godp. He was the maker of the 
earth, and he appears to Jiave grown 
very sick of hia work and to liave wished 
entirely to deatroy man at least. \\'lien 
he found his plan frustrated by the in- 
terposition of the Supreme God, he re- 
solved to try a different plan. He de- 
termined to make more lions and fewer 
men, to cause war and pestilence to in- 
crease 80 that men should die more 
rapidly than they were born. Bel ap- 
paara to be the personification of natural 
fircea, and the actions attributed to 
him aeem to be purely allegorical. We 
have yet fully to appreciate (he part 
which allegory played in the literature 
of the ancient world. Phllo Judaens, 
writing about the beginning of the 
Cliriatian era, explains that all the 
stories, which had come down from an- 
tiquity as to the relationa of the goda to 
men, were allegoriea, and were never ir- 
tended to be understood literally. 

TiiK legislature ought not to adjourn 
without making it a felony without 
benefit of clergy or anything else to 
name a town Kushkonook, as a new one 
in Kootenay is called. The name recalls 
a stanza from an amusing poem on the 
Indian names of New Brnnawick, written 
long ago by James Ilannay, now editor 
of the St. John Teftigrapl^ if we are not 
mistaken. It is as follows :

VICTOKIA IN SEATTLE. 

The Advantages of the City Are Not Pro- 
perly Advertised. 

The foUowinf; extract from a letter 
written by a Victorian now in Seattle to 
a friend iii tliie city is full of valuable 
euKneationa to Victoria buainesB men : 

"Tlie Seattle people cannot, I think, 
be beaten in the advertiaint; line, for 
llioy spare no pains either to attract 
strangers, or when they have tliem here 
to get them to buy. In thia reepect our 
town ia very much behind, for, wtiile we 
have an information bureau liere, in a 
good location, tlie nitii must seek the 
information, not the information the 
men. I have had a talk with the Vic- 
toria agent, and lie is of the same opin- 
ion that the circulation of a few hundred 
dodgers every week would do mucti to 
attract a great number of men to Vic- 
toria, I have taken the trouble to make 
a tour of some of the hotels, and in every 
one there are to be found piles of dod- 
<,'era, price lista, etc., of Seattle mer- 
chants, but not a line or letter to give 
tlie men a clmnce to compare pricea with 
those of Victoria merchanta ; and as tlie 
men are all, or nearly all, of the poore;- 
class, they accept any information given 
by anyone as the truth, or, at any rate, 
as worthy of en(iuiry. Of course, men 
of this class once allured into tlio l]andB 
of a smart salesman buys before he 
leaves the store. The hotel men are 
frecpiently appealed to as to where is the 
cheapest place to outfit, and if Victoria 
can furnish goods cheaper, and natu- 
rally enough reply as their own interests 
dictate. The Victoria agent tells me 
that he has no funds; but it would not 
be an expensive matter for Victorians to 
send him a few of their own price lists 
and dodgers, and these could be dis- 
tributed to the varions hotels at an ex- 
pense of a dollar or two. As the agent 
puts it: ' Every piece of business done 
iiere has come to tlie place of its own 
accord. I have done no work outside.' 

" A popular idea among the men here 
is that groceries are much cheaper than 
in Victoria, and that while clothing may 
be dearer here, the difl'erence is alight. 
The question of Canadian goods crossing 
the ' American atrip,' and the difliculties 
attendant thereto, are, as you probably 
know,- enlarged on until the mind of a 
man with no knowledge of the condi- 
tions is hopelessly befogged. 

" The Colonist does a great deal of 
good in making all these matters clear ; 
but the bold statement that eoods are 30 
or i>o per cent, cheaper is not what men 
want. They need to have an idea of the 
cost of each article, and this the Coi - 
oMST cannot supply — the merchanta 
must do it for themselves,"

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To THE Edit ok : — We have heard se* 
vere strictures passed daring the last 
few days upon the new legislative cham- 
ber. It has been characterized as all 
the way from a very partial success to a 
completefailure. As one who has had 
some experience of using the voice in 
public buildings, perhaps I may be al- 
lowed to express an opinion on this mat- 
ter, I have tested the acoustic proper- 
ties of the hall from every point, and 
believa that for a room of its diiiienaioiia 
they are very good. When members ad- 
dress their remarks, as all public speak- 
ers should, in one direction without wag- 
King their heads, and with- a reasonable 
attention to the consonants, they can be 
well heard; it ia only when, through 
failing to realize that they are speaking 
in a totty and spacious room, they hur- 
riedly mutter, or jerkily throw their re- 
marks about the iilace, that they become 
ditlicult to follow and a trial to the re- 
porters. A very little care upon the part 
of the honorable gentlemen will result 
in a great improvement in their forensic 
style, and they themselves will be as 
pleased as their conatitnenta, at the 
change effected. Some of them (it 
would be invidious to mention names) 
are naturally good speakers ; there is no 
reason why they should not all be audi- 
ble. Mr. Speaker very properly directed 
the attention of the houae to the con- 
fused murmur produced by private con- 
versation on the floor of ttie hall. This 
should be strictly prohibited. Any voice 
above a whisper interferes with the audi- 
bility of a speaker. The resonance I be- 
lieve to bfl due chiefly to the vaulted 
galleries. If it were deemed desirable to 
do away with it, I think this could be 
eliected at no great cost by an arrange- 
ment of draperies. These need not in- 
terfere with the light, nor would they 
detract from the beauty of the building. 
Knowing the obacurity of the problem, 
I think we ougbtall to be very wellgatia 
tied tliat we have got a cham ber in which 
it baa been ao well solved.

To TUB Editor : — May I be allowed a 
corner in your valuable columns to ex 
plain a point that in your report on this 
matter iu to-day's issue seem a little ob- 
scure? 

The existing revenue from the pro- 
perty proposed to be purchased would be 
•flO 1,77-1, to which must be added the 
Dominion grant in aid, $30,000 for five 
years. This revenue of |194,774 is net 
and certain, no speculative items or 
sources of revenue that are not now 
existing, and will be ample to meet all 
cost of maintenance, management, taxes 
and interest on me loan, the total of 
which is ^lsi,V:i4. Now over and above 
all this we have to estimate a revenue to 
be derived from purchased lands, now 
vacant, and from reclaimed lands, to be 
sold or let on building leases for mills, 
etc., and for wharf frontage of three and 
a half miles in extent; for special wharf 
privileges ; the increase of trade, and a 
general all-round prosperity, which 
would seem the natural seiiuence of the 
undertaking itself. It is purely specula- 
tive ; it might be !i!30,000 or ,$100,000 per 
annum. 1 cannot estimate it. I have 
made no allowance for it. It does not 
ficure in my calculations. Whatever it 
is it will all he to the good. 

Primarily surplus revenue is to be ex- 
pended in completing the works of im- 
provement, in th^ extension of railways 
along the wharves, improved machinery 
for loading and unloading, dry docks, 
in reduction of loading dues so as to 
cheapen the handling of freight and 
making Victoria the cheapeat port to 
enter. 

The act provides that in consideration 
of the guarantee of tlie city the harbor 
commissioner shall execute certain 
work iu bridge building that otherwiae 
would involve the city in an outlay of 
some $160,000, which they would have 
to borrow and the ratepayers would 
have to pay. The act further provides 
that when the loan is paid ofT by sale of 
surplus lands, accumulation of surplus 
revenue, etc., 7!') per cent, of each year's 
surpluH revenue ehnll be paid over to 
the municipality of Victoria for public 
imiirovrtments, the remaining 25 per 
cent beiiiL' carried to account of the fol- 
lowing year. 

What would Glasgow, Liverpool, Lon- 
don, Bristol, Southampton be without 
their harbors? They are the pointa of 
contact between the ocean and the land 
carriers. United they flourish ; divide 
them, they would cease to be ports of 
any importance. Not only are they 
prosperous as institutions, but they 
have raised their municipalities to posi- 
tiond of wealth and prosperity that 
nothing else could have accomplished. 
It is now in our power to follow in their 
steps and raise Victoria from a mudhole 
and a fish pond to a noble seaport city. 
I shall be happy to give the fullest ex- 
planation to anyone desiring to form a 
careful opinion on the matter.

LEIHUKELY HKLlEF. 

The United States Expedition ir Slow 
by No M^ans Sure— Deserted by 
Its Tug. 

The pack train of the U.S. government's 
so-called relief expedition,which is gradu 
ally making ita way North to the assist 
ance of miners who do not require help, 
got away from Seattle on Tuesday after 
innumerable delays. The rest of the 
expedition went from Portland. The 
pack train consisted of 110 mules and 112 
packers, under command of Lieutenants 
Preston and Rvan. It went in the ship 
ljUCille, which was towed to Departure 
bay by the tug Monarch and ttiere took 
a rest, according to tho Wellington En 
terprise, which says : 

" .'V detachment of Fnited States cav- 
alry, conaialing of commanding oflicer 
ami one hundretl men are at present un- 
willing though not unwelcome guests of 
the Canadiiui government, being de 
tained at^SDeparture bay. The United 
States governmi'iit contracted with the 
owners of an American tug to tow to 
Skagway a dismantled bark, this Lucille 
carrying the detachment, their mules 
and accoutrements, .together with 150 
tons of supplies, which the party are to 
convey to the Yukon for the rt-lief of 
.vnierican citizens in that i)laco. Ti 
owners of the tug were placed under 
heavy bonda to leave Seattle on a certain 
date. This they did, but having a keen 
eye to businese, the tug left the Lucille 
at tho bay and proceeded to Vancouver 
to transact other buainees not in the in- 
terests of their paternal government. 
The daahing cavalrymen are in the 
meantime waiting, with what patience 
they can summons, until tho lug'e cap- 
tain's pleasure enables them to jiruceed 
on their mission of succor." 

Apparently a way out of the difliculty 
was discovered, for the Nanaimo Free 
Preea atated on Thursday : " The steamer 
Lucille, the American Yukon relief ship, 
waa at the bay yesterday. She haa on 
board a detachment of U.S. cavalry, who 
will act as guard to pack trains. The 
detachment ia under tho command of 
Lieutenanta Guy II. Preston and Ryan. 
Both have seen seen Borvic" in llio In- 
dian raids. The Lucille will be towed 
north by tho Sea Lion, which has just 
arrived from the north. The crew are 
not at all anxioua to return to Skagway, 
aa they have had enough of that too 
lively place." 

It is to bo hoi)ed that the expedition 
will have no more mishapa, or, like the 
butter that the foolish woman in Hans 
Anderson's fairy tales sent after the 
clieeae. Uncle Sam may have to ship 
another outfit in search of the relief cx- 
petlition.

Inrormatlon Fram Engineer Jennings' Re- 
port on the Prpject. 

The following is from theJammary ol 
Mr. Jennings' report on YiikoaxailvBy 

projects appearing iu the Toronco Mail 

and .Empire : 

" Mr. Jennings' estimate of the cost of 
a railway over tho proposed route is 
based on tho assumption that it will 
hegin at Little Canyon, on the 
Stikino river. This ia the point at 
whiiUi ho thiiikfl the line should coiu- 
ineiice, as aliovu that the navigation of 
tho i^tikiiie is dangerous. Little 
Canyon iu S)G miles from the mouth of 
the'Stikine, but it seemu from the 
agreement the railway is to liflve its ter- 
minus at Glonora or Telegrapli creek:, -10 
or 50 miles further inland. The engi- 
neer's estimate of the cost of a railway 
from Little Canyon along tlio left bunk 
of the Stikino river to Glenora, then 
crossing the stream, and uontiuuing to 
Teslin lake, ia as foijows :

I jr. miles, light l,«25,00O 

■in miles, heavy 1,080,000 

23 miles, medium fltX3,000 

Total $3,!)5T,(IU0 

" Tliia is for 208 miles of railway, from 
a safe point of navigation on the .Siikiue 
to Teslin lake. It is at the average rate 
of 19,000 a mile. For the heavy work 
Mr. .Jennings estimates !f3t),000 a mile, 
for tho medium .$22,000, and for the 
light If 18,000 per mile. He jioiuts out 
that if the line ia not continued to Little 
CanjroD $740,000 for a bridge and road 
building mast be deducted from his 
estimate. This bringa the eatlmated 
cost of the propoaed railway down .to 
.'j;o,-!17,000, provided it is built as a iirsl- 
claea railway. For building an eleetric 
lino from Stikine river to Teslin lake, 
including power stations, equipment, 
construction, engines, and care, Mr. 
Jennings reiiorts the cost would be ^'i,- 
850,000. This is probably what tho con- 
tractors will build. 

'■ As to the probable profits of tlie lino, 
Boino eatiinates are furnished by Mr. 
Jenningfi, whicli do not err on tlio aide 
of exceasive expectations. Tho coflt of 
operating the railway six months in the 
year is placed at .trj5,000. The reteipta 
of the undertaking are estimated as fol- 
lows: Twelve thoueand passencers, be- 
ing one hundred per day for four 
months, at five cents per mile, or ^8.25 
each, .tOO.OOO; three quarters of a ton 
of freight per man, being 9,000 tons, 
at $60 a ton, $450,000; total, $549,000. 
Cost ot oparatia)!, ^5,000 ; balance, $494,- 
000. He dcducta aom tbia one- ten tb of 
the cost of tho railway, so that in ten 
ytnra the line would have repaid all the 
outlay upon it. This depreciation of 
ifL'.s.") 000 a year brings tho net profit to 
.■f^OO.OOO. Ttieee figures are based on 
the aBaumption that only 12,000 peieone 
will no over the route, but the eBtimiUeB 
for the coming vear are from 100,000 to 
250,000. 

" The navigation of tlie Stikino river, 
which i.H an ini portaiit factor iu consider- 
ing tlie matter, la reported upon, Mr. 
.Jennings states that with suitable 
steaineiB it ia navigable from tiie let 
of May till about tho middle of October, 
for a tlifltance of 150 miles inland. There 
ia considerable risk at Little and 
Kootchinan canyons. For the lirai 
tifty miles the current is about three 
miles an hour. Then tho cguree be- 
comes tortuous, dnd tbe current varies 
from three to eigbt miles, Powerful 
ateamera can make the ran from tbe 
mouth of the river to Little Canyon in a 
day, and can go up to Glenora the sec- 
ond day, 

" Mr. Jennings thinks the country 
could very well epend -t^.OOO iu iui prov- 
ing tho navigation of tho stream by ro- 
moving snags and boulders. Stikine 
river baa been navigated for 140 to 150 
miloa up to Telegraph Creek, from tbe 
dBventiee. I-.ittle canyon is O.i milee 
irom tho sea. Above it travel is slow, 
tedious, and not without danger, Mr, 
Jennings points out that if an accident 
happened to a veBsel's machinery in pas- 
sing that point it would be da bed to 
pieces againet tbe rocks. Teslm Lake, 
which ia to be reached by the new rail- 
way, was frozen over on the 27ih of 

ttober, 1896, and opened on May IB, 
1897. Navigation ia posaible, therefr re, 
for about five months. The lake is 62' ,, 
milea in lensitb. From it to tbe foot oi 
Lewis river ia 1393^ miles. 

" As to the practicability of puehing a 
railway through from Glenora to Teslin 
lake before September next, Mr. Jen- 
nings saya there ia no doubt of it. He 
mentions two routes, and adds, provided 
ill the r.rrangeinenta are made, and the 
selection determined upon by April next, 

1 line of railway by either route can be 
.;oiiipleted and in operation by Septem- 
tier following. 

"Other routes that have been sug- 
.leated are diFcussed by Mr. Jennings in 
till rejiort. The route from I'yramid 
Harbor, which the Rothschildp propoaed, 
A-ould rcqiihe a railway of 2-15 miles in 
length, ft would reacii the Yukon via 
i^torflenakjold river, paaaintr through tbe 
Gliilkoot paaa. This, at $23,000 a mile, 
.vould cost $5,635,000. Tbe route from 
Dyea via the Obilkoot paes to Tagisli 
lake, and thence to the Hoolaliii;;ua 
liver, callfi for 111 miles of railivay, 
•osliiig $i;7,.",lS per mile, or .*3,0:i0,()00 al- 
toirother. To reach the Yukon via Skac- 
way, the White pae.s, T.iuish lake and

Some of tbe Many Parties tbe Com- 
pany Has Ontiltted For 
the North. 



The Hudson's Bay Company has been 
asked to ship by express to London, 
England, a complete miner's outfit for a 
Yukon expedition, Thia ia probably 
the flrat order of the kind that haa been 
given local merchants, and what pur- 
pose the outfit is intended to serve — 
whether to be exhibited or to be used 
by some English eatablishment contem- 
plating entering the ontfitting business 
can only be sarmised. The Hudson's 
Bay Company have been doine a big 
share of the outfitting trade, and were 
very busy yeaterday dealing out aup- 
pliea to proapective minors leaving here 
on the Danube. A party of aeven, 
heade^ by Mr. JackBon, and hailing 
from Los Angeles, calculate that 
through coming to Victoria they have 
saved 25 per cent, on a $2,000 
outfit. The party includes R. N. Cay- 
ford, of 17 Mission street, San Francis- 
co, who Bays he haa ordered the Si;mi- 
Weekly Colo.vist for one year, ao that 
his people in San Francisco might get 
true accounta of what is taking place in 
the North. Since hia arrival here he 
haa met Mr. Fred. Bevan, an old com- 
rade of his in the Twelfth Prince of 
Wales Royal Regiment of Lancers. An- 
other party of four, of which R. N. Gar- 
ratt, of Baa Jose, is leader, is outfitting 
with the company for a two-years' expe- 
dition. They have purcbaaed eight dogs 
and are going into the Yukon via the 
Stikine. A. Reotell and party of three 
.\tnerican8 are going North on the This- 
tle and are supplied with a very com- 
plete equipment by the company. They 
are going to Skagway to spend tho re- 
mainder of the winter, and early in the 
fall will proceed from there to Dawaon. 
Among tho Victorians patronizing tho 
liudaon's Bay Company are J. Hickford 
and party of three, who will be leaving 
on the Thistle; J. Waters and eon and 
K, Chadwick. The destination of all 
these will be Teslin Lake. Mr. Hickford 
waa formerly second mate on the Do- 
minion steamer Quadra, but believes 
there is more money to be made in the 
north than in working fcr the govern- 
ment. Still another party that is pre- 
paring to leave in the Danube ia D. Cline 
and three others from San Francisco. 
They have outfitted here and are going 
into tho Yukon via the Stikine. 

In an interview Capt. R. M. Garrett, 
of San Francisco, who is staying at tlie 
Wilson hotel, said : " 1 found the treat- 
ment accorded me by the Hudson's Bay 
Company and other merchants in town 
courteous in the extreme. I'found also, 
contrary to expectations, and these ex- 
pectations are entertained by a great 
many Californians, that the hotel ac- 
commodations are ample and cliargea 
moat reasonable. Thia ia a fact I wish 
particularly to emphaai/.e, aa many in 
California are under a false impression 
regarding this. Another thing is that I 
found that I could get away from hera 
when I desired. Froth my experi- 
ence here to-day I find that 1 
could leave for Dyea, Skagway 01 
Wrangol on any day-I may elect, whicl 
I could not have done ' were 1 in .San 
FranciBco. While wo can got every- 
thing here needed at a leas average rate 
than in 'Frieco and avoid duty, I also 
find the merchanta here Itave a better 
knowledge of our needs and are not 
anxious to sell unsuitable articles. I 
reckon that wo eavetl at least .$200 on 
every outfit purchased by our party in 
town. With my party is a gentleman 
who went to Seattle to outfit and waa so 
disgusted with his treatment that he 
left the town and came to Victoria. A 
party of five whom I know discovered 
after outfitting in Seattle that they 
would have to come over to BomeBritish 
Columbia city and eeonre a miner's 
iiconae, otherwise they would run the risk 
should they locate a claim on some 
Northern atream, en route to their dea- 
tination and in Canadian territory, of 
being obliged to aurrender all their 
righta to othora who came along holding 
tho neceasary certificate. This I con- 
sider is a strong factor in influencing 
prospectivo miners to come hero and out- 
fit, and it ia at the same time a fact that 
cannot be too widely known. This in- 
formation I will take the trouble of cir- 
culating myself, and I will wrlle to sev- 
eral parties' coming this way telling them 
of it." 



NEW £BA FOB BOSSLAND. 

Good Times Have Come Again With tbe 
Advent of ForeiKn Capital. 

Ro.ssL.VKP, Feb. 11. — Rosaland, flince 
my last viait, has been completely trans- 
formed. Prospectors, merchanta, 
miners and brokers agree in declaring 
that the good timea have come again, 
and that thia young city ia on the high 
road of unexampled proaperity, I have 
fre(|uently pointed out that lack of 
capital haa been the main factor in re- 
tarding the growth of the Rosaland 
camp. In addition to this the "wild- 
cat' operator had scared away inveators 
by hia machinations. But the " wild- 
cat " operator has disappeared from 
Roaaland and is gone in search of fresh 
fields and pastures new. At the same 
time £ngIiBh capitalista have appeared 
upon the scene, have acquired vast in- 
terests in the Trail Creek mining dis- 
trict, and are about to operate iu thia 
country with almost unlimited capital. 
The London conrpany of which Sir 
Charles Tupper ia head, called tbe Lon- 
don & Br.'f.ish Gjlumbia Gold Fields, haa 
acquired a property a few miles south of 
Rosaland, called the Velvet, which has 
all the ear-marks of a bonanza gold 
mine. The Velvet ia more than likely 
to rival the Lo Roi as a gold producer 
and dividend payer, and nothing could 
be more fortnnate for British Columbia 
than that the Velvet should be a rich 
mine.

The British America 
Corporation acted well and wisely when 
it placed tho guidance of ita fortunes in 
British Columbia in tho hands of such a 
man. For a comparatively small amount 
of money he haa acquired mineral land 
of pricelesa value, and I have no hesi- 
tany in predicting for the British .Vrneri- 
ca Corporation a career of vast useful- 
nesB for Canada, and more than the best 
of good fortune for its stockholders. The 
Columbia and Kootenay mine waa ac- 
quired by Governor Mackintosh for less 
than $300,000. I am assured from

None of the other claims are devel- 
oped to anything like the extent 
witli which the Columbia & Koo- 
tenay ia developed, but I am as- 
sured that the Number One, West Le 
Hoi it Joaio, Legal Tender, Great Weat- 
ern and Ciolden Chariot, as well aa the 
Surprise, are honeycombed by veins of 
rich bearing jjyretic ore, and that capital 
and labor is all that ia needed to win 
from theae claims a fabulous amount of 
gold, I cannot say much about the pur- 
chases that Mr. Mackintosh made in the 
Christina Lake country.
